1920 Revenue 
Bill Limited To 
Four B illions 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.— By a 
strict party vote, the senate fi­ 
nance committee tonight decided 
to recommend that the yield from 
the 1920 revenue bill be limited to 
$4,000,000. Ten Democratic mem­ 
bers, who voted for the amount 
suggested by 
Secretary McAdoo 
were opposed by the seven Repub­ 
licans. 
Before adopting the four bil­ 
lion dollar limit, 
the committee 
voted down a proposal by Senator 
Gore of Oklahoma, Democrat, to 
leave the $6,000,000,000 bill of 
1919 unchanged for 1920 and use 
the two billion surplus for paying 
outstanding 
government 
obliga­ 
tions. 
The vote was 9 to 8, Sen­ 
ator Gore joining with the seven 
Republicans. 
Republicans 
object 
to fixing 
any limit for taxation in 1920 be­ 
cause they expect to control both 
the senate and house in the next 
congress. 
Minority members 
of the fi­ 
nance committee said tonight they 
would take their fight to the fight 
of the senate and some Republi­ 
can leaders have said that if the 
Democrats insist upon this provis­ 
ion of the revenue bill enactment 
of the measure 
by this congress 
may be blocked. 
The motion to fix the limit of 
1920 taxes at $400,000,000, was 
made by Chairman Simmons. The

the w ar excess profits tax 
was 
adopted today by the committee as 
was an amendment providing that 
a corporation with a net Income 
of not more than $20,000 a year 
shall not be taxed more Than 30 
per cent. 
In the house bill the 
maximum levy was 
fixed at 35 
per cent.

has appeared In recent years. The 
war 
compelled the abandonment 
of the work which Is now resum ­ 
ed. 
It will be carried on

co­ 
operation with the various local 
governments. 
Before the commission’s survey 
was made in 1916, “said a state­ 
ment by the foundation 
tonight, 
it was supposed that there were 
rather numerous centers In South 
and Central America where yel­ 
low fever was constantly present, 
(endemic) and therefore

from which the disease might be 
carried. 
Bill it was found that 
the especially 
dangerous 
focal 
points were few. 
That fact gives 
rise to the belief that 
energetic 
measures which now may be ef­ 
fective under General Gorgas will 
produce results of great im port­ 
ance.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.— De­ 
lay in the announcement of the 
names of the American commis­ 
sioners to the peace conference at 
Versailles is understood to be at­ 
tributable to two causes. 
First, 
that no decision has been reached 
as to the num ber and second, that 
all the persons whom the presi­ 
dent has in m ind for places have 
not yet had an opportunity to 
signify their acceptance. 
It is regarded as desirable that 
the number of the American com­ 
missioners correspond to the num­ 
ber named by each of the great 
entente powers. 
Correspondence 
by cable now is going on between 
Washington and the entente capi­ 
tals with the purpose of coming to 
a common understanding on this 
point. The belief obtains in some 
quarters here th a t the size of the 
delegation should be very much 
restricted. 
A minimum of as low 
as three has been considered and 
Hive seems to meet with some ap­ 
proval. It was said today that, al­ 
tho this m ight appear to be a 
small force with which ta under­ 
take the vast amount of import­ 
ant business which is to come be­ 
fore the conference each commis­ 
sion will be provided with staffs 
of experts capable of dealing with 
any question th at might arise and 
that 
probably 
better 
progress 
could be m ade towards the con­ 
clusion of peace by a limited num­ 
ber of commissioners who might 
be expected to. maintain m ore in­ 
timate relations with each oth­ 
er. 
House and Lansing Will Go 


In connection with the second 
cause for delay in announcing the 
names of the commissioners it 
was said today that some of those 
invited to act, particularly those 
of party affiliation, opposite to 
/that of th e president, scarcely 
would care to accept until they 
have had an opportunity to. study- 
very carefully the instructions by 
which the commissioners will be 
strictly bound. 
Meantime, prob­ 
ably no one bu t President Wilson 
is aware of the probable compo­ 
sition of the American delegation 
altho it is known that Secretary 
Lansing and Col. E. M. House 
will be members. 
If precedent is 
followed In the naming of the del­ 
egates Ambassador Sharp at Paris 
also will be one of the number. 
Ambassador J.

Ii became known today that the 
ambassador had been invited to 
make the voyage on the ship that 
carries the presidential party. The 
invitation from the president is 
regarded as a special tribute to 
France and also as a mark of the 
high esteem in which President 
Wilson holds the ambassador. 
Ambassador Gives Reception 
Mr. and Mrs. Jusserand tonight 
gave the fiirst reception held at 
the French emabssy since the be­ 
ginning of th e war. 
The occasion 
was the celebration of the entry 
of Marshal Foch into Strassbourg, 
capital of Alsace at the head of 
the Fran co-American forces and 
the guests included President and 
Mrs. Wilson, members of the cab­ 
inet, 
diplomatic 
representatives 
of the allied and neutral countries 
and army and navy officials. 
Altho a week or more has gone 
by since it was announced that 
the president would go to Europe 
immediately after the convening 
of congress next Monday, nothing 
has been m ade known concerning 
his plans such as the sailing time 
or whether he will 
first 
visit 
France or England. 
From preparations being made 
in England for his reception, it Is 
generally believed that the presi­ 
dent will go to that country to 
stay several days before coaitin- 
ulng ta Paris.

Many Bolsheviki 
Prisoners D e a d 
From Starvation

VLADIVOSTOK,

Press.)— Half dead from starva­ 
tion and disease 
many 
beyond 
help, 1,321 survivors out of 
the 
original total of 2,100 Bolshevik 
prisoners and refugees in a train 
sent across Siberia by the Czecho­ 
slovak troops fighting in Samara, 
European Russia, have arrived at 
Nickolsk near Vladivostok. 
The 
journey from the Ural Mountains 
to the Pacific Coast occupied six 
weeks. 
The survivors reached Nikolsk 
in forty 
cars. 
The train carried 
no provisions and 
was 
without 
sanitary equipment of any kind. 
Of the 
eighty 
persons 
missing 
from the original total some were 
shot while trying to escape from 
the train. 
Others lost their lives 
by throwing themselves from the 
car windows. 
Disease, starva­ 
tion and exposure accounted for 
the remainder. 
When the Czecho-Slovak forces 
captured Samara they loaded the 
inmates of the jails 
into 
trains 
indiscriminately along with Bol­ 
sheviki prisoners of 
war. 
Thg 
American Red Cross at Vladivos- 
ton has rushed doctors 
to 
ald 
the arrivals who are in a terrible 
condition. 
Some persons died on 
the ground after being 
removed 
from the railroad ^ c a rs . 
Other 
train loads of human freight 
in 
similar straights are now on 
the 
way eastward over the Trans-Si­ 
berian railroad. 
Among those reaching Nikolsk 
were a dozen women who former­ 
ly were nurses in 
the 
Bolshevik 
hospital at Samara. 
Many inno­ 
cent 
persons 
were 
included. 
There was one man with his w*lfe 
and children who had been thrown 
into jail by the Bolshevik because 
the husband and father had 
re­ 
fused to join the Bolsheviki forc­ 
es. 
There was a girl stenograph­ 
er who had 
been 
sentenced t o 
lix days’ imprisonment for 
serv­ 
ing the non-Bolsheviki city 
ad­ 
ministration. 
The 
American 
Red Cross is taking care of 500 of 
the survivors in 
an 
improvised 
hospital 
These persons are de­ 
pendent solely upon charity. The 
Russian authorities, co-operating 
with 
the Americans are looking 
after 
thirty typhus 
cases 
and 
IOO other sick 
who 
have 
been 
lodged in the Russian baracks.

ago his sympathies were strongly 
with the a llie s and he fin ally en­ 
listed in the drench army in 1916 
and desired t o get into th e avia­ 
tion department but they had no 
place for h im and he w en t into 
the trenches. 
He and the m en In 
bis immediate 
command 
were 
quick and daring and moire than 
one Boche is to their credit. 
On 
one occasion his company com­ 
mander had a squad out recon­ 
noitering and. they came suddenly 
o n a command of Germans sev 
eral times th e ir number. W ith a 
wild dash a n d shout they went 
fo r the Huns with fixed bayonets 
and as they had unearthed them 
in close quarters and their very 
dash and vigor stunned the enemy 
nnd many f e ll before the s te e l of 
th e allies. 
At last th e 
remainder 
cried 
“ Kamerad” 
and held up their 
hands but w h e n the allied officer 
and a few o f his command went 
f orward tai ta k e them they open­ 
e d their h ands which th ey had 
held up and in which pistols -were 
concealed and killed the m en ap­ 
proaching th em . So enraged were 
th e ones th a t they fell o n the 
hunch and p a id Po more attention 
t o "Kamerad" but finished the 
w hole lot. It was Buckley’s priv­ 
ilege to stick h is bayonet in to the 
villain who m eanly killed th e al­ 
lie d officer. 
Vivid Experiences. 
He had a number of su ch ex­ 
periences but I ike* nearly a ll who 
h ave been th r u them, was in no 
h a ste to tell o f them. 
At last his desire was granted 
a n d he was admitted to the avia­ 
tio n department and in due time 
h a d charge o f an aircraft 
and 
sailed aloft. 
H e was almost reck­ 
le s s but knew his bird w ell and 
could handle it to perfection. One 
d a y he wag scouting when h e saw 
tw o German planes approaching 
h im . His p la n e was quicker but 
t h e Huns managed to get around 
h im and for a time it looked as 
l f he would n o t Bee home and 
fireside again.

(that Buckley couldn't overtake 
him, much to his regret.

again.

mhny hair breadth escapes would 
fill a good sized volume if they 
were suitably recorded. 
Brings Down H un Plane. 
H is next experience was more 
fortunate for him though not so 
much so for a comrade. The tw o 
were scouting and taking observa­ 
tion when they w ere attacked by 
three German machines most de­ 
termined to do aw ay with them. 
They maneuvered 
for a 
good 
while and finally Buckley's com ­ 
rade got away w ith a German fli­ 
er b u t almost th e next moment 
his ow n plane w as hit and went 
to earth in flames. 
T hey then thought they had 
Buckley dead to rights and w ent 
for h im determined to do him up 
fend g et revenge*, 
evidently for 
the death of the 
other plane. 
As o n e of them swept too near 
Buckley sent a shot 
which 
dis­ 
abled the aircraft partly and the 
aviator, thinking discretion the 
better part of valor, set sail for 
camp leaving; his comrade alone 
with Buckley. 
It was indeed a 
fight to the death; now one seem ­ 
ingly ahead and n ow another. 
A 
shqt tore through Buckley’s craft 
m aking a hole in his coat and 
several mon perforated it in sev­ 
eral places but h is aim was too 
good and he sent h is antagonist to 
earth 
and he barely made h is 
way back when h is machine gave 
out, descending ju st inside the a l­ 
lied lines. 
Taken Prisoner.

He kept on till h e had fourteen

fered to care Pair h im but basely 
betrayed, him and h e was handed 
over to the Huns w ho took him 
back and placed him sixty days 
in a dungeon on bread and water. 
At the end of the tim e he came 
out emaciated and reduced; the 
captors thought he would hardly 
try it again, but again he made 
his getaway and m eant by all 
means to get through but fate 
was against Mm and again he was 
taken and put in th e dungeon as 
before. 
G iven Poor Treatment. 
When he was so* reduced that it 
seemed as if he w ould not try to 
get aw ay any more h e was put in 
a pen with a hundred or more 
like him self and alm ost starved. 
It was one favorite pastime of the 
Huns to throw m orsels of bread 
into th e pen and laugh while the 
famished prisoners scrambled for 
them. 
It was the desperation of 
despair and each fought for life 
though in a not very long time 
most o f them succumbed to their 
privations and died. 
One 
time 
when* th ey had been deprived of 
food longer than usual several 
large pieces of bread were thrown 
to the prisoners and a fight for 
life began and Mr. Buckley says 
he killed an Englishman to get a 
morsel a s it was sim ply a question 
of which one should die and had 
he not gained that piece of bread 
he w ould have left his bones In 
the German prison. 
K ills Enemy Guard. 


By som e means h e managed 
to get possession of a large pock­ 
et knife with a wicked blade and 
determined to make one more ef­ 
fort for freedom for death was 
certain if he remained, so bid­ 
ing his tim e he managed to* steal 
out in a manner that led the first 
guard to suppose h e was an at­ 
tendant. 
Creeping 
cautiously 
along in the dark h e came upon 
the second guard and with the 
fierceness of a tiger plunged at 
him and even before the fellow 
fcould give an alarm Buckley’s 
knife h ad penetrated his heart 
and he fell dead.

Next day he came across a field 
of sugar beets and helped him­ 
self and though they were not al­ 
together to his liking he man­ 
aged to bet along w ith them pret­ 
ty well. 
Finally he met a wom­ 
an whom he will always regard 
as an angel. He managed to sat­ 
isfy her that he was all right and 
she gave him bread and some 
other eatables and he so plodded 
along. 
Adventure after advent­ 
ure he encountered and never was 
a happier man than he when he 
reached the Swiss border. 
He 
was treated kindly and says he 
will never forget the people who 
helped him. 
He had quite a tom e 
getting 
back to his command and when 
finally he appeared among them 
they were almost ready to cry 
out that they were 
seeing 
a 
ghost for all supposed him dead. 
However he told them if they 
would give him something to eat 
he would soon. 
convince 
them 
that he was very much alive. He 
was a hero indeed and officers 
and men were ready to do all in 
their power for him and as soon 
as he could stand the work, and 
even before he was strictly ready, 
he was again in the air. 
He had the energy of a tiger, 
for he remembered all he had suf­ 
fered and 
was 
determined 
to 
wreak vengeance 
on 
anything 
German. 
Fate soon favored him 
and in a contest he had the satis­ 
faction of seeing a German air­ 
plane go down, under his unerring 
fire and he returned w ell nigh ex­ 
hausted. 
The commanding of­ 
ficer tried UA persuade him from 
any more flying hut he was de­ 
termined to try it 
again 
and 
brought down another. 
Twice Decorated. 
He wears on his breast two 
proud decorations; one from Gen. 
Foch and one frc^m Gen. Persh­ 
ing, 
He is weak from his terri­ 
ble experience but he is almost 
sorry the war is over as far as he 
is concerned for he would like 
to go back and get a few more 
Boches.
